(C) For your information in case discussion should 
arise at the NFIB meeting, there has been an issue of 
controversy associated with the development of this updated 
directive. This controversy has centered on a proposal 
supported by the Defense Intelligence Agency and at least 
some of the military departments which would permit the 
concurrent processing of Confidential and Secret information 
in a computer system at the same time that the system is 
storing sensitive compartmented information, but without all 
personnel accessing the system being cleared at the Top Secret 
level let alone approved for compartmented access. This 
proposal during several discussions was identified as an 
"Pxpanded Compartmented Mode" of computer operation. Roth 
the National Security Agency and CIA took strong exception 
to this proposal as an unacceptable risk to the protection 
of sensitive compartmented information.
